The  Music  Department  of  Enfield  High  School  encom- 
passes three  areas  of  specialization:  Instrumental,  class- 
room, and  vocal  music. 

The  instrumental  area,  under  the  direction  of  Mr. 
Dana  Hawes,  includes  the  marching  and  concert  bands,  as 
well  as  a string  ensemble  and  individual  instrumental 
study.  Several  members  of  our  band  have  continued  their 
pursuit  of  a career  in  m us  ic  in  military  musical  organi- 
zations, as  music  majors  in  college  and  in  solo  or  group 
performances.  We  at  Enfield  High  School  could  always 
depend  upon  our  musicians  to  get  us  into  the  spirit  of 
things,  either  at  athletic  events  or  during  holiday  seasons. 

The  classroom  curriculum  is  aimed  to  accommodate 
three  different  kinds  of  student:  the  general  student,  who 
may  include  the  History  of  American  Music  (Music  2)  or 
Electronic  Music  in  his  studies;  the  college  bound  liberal 
arts  and  elementary  education  majors  and  the  music 
minors,  who  would  find  History  of  European  Music  and 
Counterpart  (Music  3)  both  necessary  and  helpful;  and  the 
advanced  music  majors,  who  would  study  music  theory 
and  composition  under  the  capable  guidance  of  Mr.  Leon- 
ard DeMaio. 

Mr.  Rocco  Autorino  is  the  man  in  the  director's  chair 
when  our  mixed  and  select  chourses  take  to  the  risers  for 
a performance.  Mr.  Autorino,  an  accomplished  vocalist 
in  his  own  right,  selects  music  from  a wide  span  of  num- 
bers, ranging  from  early  sacred  music  to  contemporary 
folk  numbers.  The  vocal  class  which  he  conducts  helps  the 
student  gain  confidence  in  his  solo  work,  improve  his  vo- 
cal technique,  and  realize  the  potential  of  his  own  voice. 

The  Music  Department  which  has  been  consistent  in 
turning  out  fine  music  students  with  college  acceptance 
rate  of  85%,  has  also  received  numerous  awards  and  grants 
for  its  fine  work.  The  Electronic  and  American  Music 
courses  have  received  government  grants,  and  the  latter 
has  also  been  awarded  a National  Freedom  Foundation 
Grant  and  the  Downbeat  Jazz  Award.  Compositions  pro- 
duced by  the  alumni  of  our  department  have  been  performed 
at  Trinity  College,  the  University  of  Connecticut,  and  the 
National  Education  Television  network  and  at  the  National

At  the  time  of  this 
writing,  with  two  relatively  easy  meets  remaining, 
the  Raiders  have  compiled  an  11-5  record  overall 
and  finished  fourth  in  the  CCIL  with  a 5-4  record. 

In  addition  to  Captains  Gillen,  Lacasse,  and 
Zachary,  Seniors  John  Able  and  Rich  Bednar  dis- 
played fine  leadership  and  dedication  to  a basically 
young  Enfield  Team.  In  their  third  years  of  wres- 
tling, John  Able  and  Jerry  Lacasse  demonstrated 
considerable  improvement,  registering  6-7  and  8-7 
records,  respectively,  in  tough  weight  classes.  Rich 
Bednar  in  his  first  year  of  wrestling  exhibited  con- 
siderable tenacity  and  willingness  to  learn.  Paul 
Gillen,  also  in  his  third  year,  compiled  a 5-1  rec- 
ord as  the  team's  number  one  substitute.  Captain 
"Zach"  had  a dream  year:  15-1  record;  records  for 
most  points:  72,  most  pins:  8,  and  fastest  pin:  12 
seconds. 

If  the  Enfield  Wrestlers  can  continue  to  get  the 
kind  of  high  quality  leadership  and  dedication  that 
was  provided  in  '76  by  this  year's  graduating  seniors, 
then  the  prospects  for  the  future  are  indeed  bright. 

Coach  Kirk  Parker  has  devoted  much  time  and 
effort  to  establishing  a quality  varsity  wrestling  pro- 
gram at  E.  H.  S.  He  should  be  congratulated  for  his 
coaching  skills  and  his  personal  interest  in  his  team 
members.
